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Professor aims to amend fall 2014 finals schedule

In light of this semester’s finals 
schedule, a Cal State Long Beach pro- 
fessor has decided to propose a reso- 
lution to the College of Liberal Arts 
Faculty Council to change the fall 2014 
finals schedule. 

“T was just struck [by] how odd the 
[fall 2013] finals schedule was,” said 
Jeffrey Blutinger, director of the Jew- 


ish Studies Program. “It’s confusing 
for students and faculty. It sets up an 
odd dynamic.” 

Whereas past semesters have seen 
finals week begin on a Monday and 
end the following Friday, this semes- 
ter’s finals begin on Thursday, Dec. 12 
and end on Wednesday, Dec. 18. 

On Dec. 4, Blutinger will ask the

while searching for something more 
promising. 

According to the U.S. Census 
Bureau, 36.2 percent of young 
adults between the ages of 25 and 
29 moved out of their family’s home 
in 1963. In 2013, however, that num- 
ber has dropped to 23.3 percent. 

Wade Martin, chair of the Cal

With the resolution, Blutinger said 
that he hopes the day before Thanks- 
giving will be an instructional day 
again so that finals can begin on a 


Monday rather than mid-week on a 
Thursday. 

“I’ve been teaching here for 10 
years, and I’ve never seen it like this 
before,” he said. “Students have almost 
no time between the end of classes and 
beginning of finals.”

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CAPS Center on campus 
remains understaffed

With the holidays fast approaching 
and the semester coming to a close, 
students might begin feeling bouts 
of stress, anxiety, sadness or depres- 
sion, but those seeking on-campus 
counseling support may have to wait 
a while. 

The Counseling and Psychological 
Services (CAPS) center, which offers 
students an outlet to talk confidentially 
about their struggles, is understaffed 
according to standards set by the In- 
ternational Association of Counseling 
Services (IACS). 

According to the IACS, campus- 
counseling centers should have one 
professional counselor for every 


1,000 to 1,500 students. Cal State 
Long Beach, which has more than 
35,000 students, has only nine coun- 
selors. 

CAPS Director Brad Compliment 
said being called understaffed is a “fair 
representation.” 

“We may not be able to help as many 
students as we'd like,’ Compliment 
said. “We have been [understaffed] for 
many years.” 

Compliment said that CAPS recent- 
ly hired two permanent counselors and 
is doing everything it can to help stu- 
dents, although “there would be more 
people that could benefit” from a fully 
staffed office. 

Appointments with CAPS, however, 
may be taking too long to schedule be- 
cause the office is understaffed.

The reason for this semester’s finals 
schedule change revolves around the 
number of instructional days, accord- 
ing to an email sent to CLA faculty last 
week. 

Without holding classes on Dec. 9 
and 10, the university would not meet 
the requirement for the number of in- 


structional days, which is 145 days, ac- 


cording to the email. 

To accommodate for the split-week 
schedule, students are being given a 
“dead day,” or study day, on Wednes- 
day, Dec. 11, one day before finals 


begin. 

Some students, like senior psy- 
chology major Alexxis Acosta, said 
they find the new finals schedule 
somewhat 
confusing.

In an email sent to the CLA fac- 
ulty, Blutinger said that in addition 
to CSULB, 17 Cal State University 
campuses are on the semester sys- 
tem. Of those 17, 10 campuses begin 
their finals week on a Monday and 
the remaining seven follow a split- 
week finals schedule, according to 
Blutinger. 

“There’s no reason why we 
couldn’t have had a semester begin- 
ning on Aug. 26, with finals begin- 
ning on [Dec. 9] and only two days 
off for Thanksgiving,” Blutinger said 
via email.

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CSULB 
student 
diagnosed 
with 
meningitis

A Cal State Long Beach student has 
been diagnosed with meningococcal 
disease, a rare but serious illness caused 
by infectious bacteria, according to a 
campus-wide email sent by CSULB In- 
terim President Donald Para on Friday. 

In the email, Para said that Student 
Health Services (SHS) has identified and is 
working with people who may have come 
into contact with the diagnosed student. 

“T am sharing this information to 
assure you that the people in Student 
Health Services on campus, as well as 
the Long Beach Health Department, are 
taking every precaution to ensure that 
we have no additional cases to report on 
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campus,” Para said in the email. 

The CSULB  student’s diagnosis 
comes in the same week that a third stu- 
dent at University of California, Santa 
Barbara was diagnosed with meningo- 
coccal disease, according to the Los An- 
geles Times. A female UCSB student was 
diagnosed on Monday, while UCSB’s 
first diagnosis was announced on Nov. 11. 

As a precautionary measure, more 
than 300 UCSB students have been 
given antibiotics, 
according to the 
LA Times. 

The  Califor- 
nia Department 
of Public Health 


(CDPH) _ report- 
ed that college 
freshmen, espe- 


cially those liv- 
ing in residential 
halls, are more 
likely to contract 
meningococcal 
disease, com- 
monly referred to as meningitis. An 
average of 100 cases of meningitis are 
found on U.S. college campuses each 
year, leading to between 5 and 15 deaths 
annually, according to:'the CDPH. 

“Even if treated, 10 to 14 percent 
of people who get meningococcal dis- 
ease will die from it,” according to the 
CDPH website. “Of the survivors, 11 to 
19 percent lose their arms or legs, be- 
come deaf or brain damaged, or suffer 
other complications.” 

Meningococcal disease is caused by 
a type of bacteria that can infect the 
blood or areas around the brain and 
spinal cord. Infection can lead to brain 
damage, disability and rapid death, ac- 
cording to the CDPH website. 


Neisseria meningitidis bacteria, 
which can cause meningococcal dis- 
ease, are spread by fluid from the throat 
and nose. The bacteria are spread by 
activities such as kissing and sharing 
cigarettes, lipstick and drink contain- 
ers, according to the CDPH. 

The bacteria quickly die when outside 
of the body, and contaminated surfaces 
such as desks, books and countertops, are 
safe to touch after a few minutes.

The CDPH reported that common 
symptoms of meningoccal disease in- 
clude stiff neck, headache and high fever. 

In his email, Para said other symptoms 
include rash and confusion, and he advised 
anyone on campus experiencing those 
symptoms to seek medical attention. 

The meningococcal vaccination, 
called Menactra, greatly reduces the risk 
of contracting and spreading the disease, 
according to the SHS website. The vac- 
cine is required for students living on 
campus, and the SHS recommends that 
all students receive it. 

Individuals experiencing symptoms 
associated with meningococcal disease 
and those who have questions or concerns 
should contact SHS at (562) 985-4771. 
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State Long Beach economics depart- 
ment, said that recent graduates find 
it difficult to leave home for some of 
the same reasons that much of the 
population is struggling. 

“There is a slow job growth due to 
the recent recession, and the govern- 
ment shutdown that happened recent- 
ly didn’t help either,’ Martin said. 

A high unemployment rate, which 
forces the younger generation to take 
lower paying jobs, is one reason why 
some graduates are struggling, he said. 

“TRecent graduates] take on tem- 
porary service jobs that do not pro- 
vide enough money for high housing 
costs,” he said. 

Some recent CSULB graduates, 
like alumna Brittany Woolsey, said 
she decided to live at home after 
graduating with a bachelor’s degree 
in journalism because it made more 
sense for her financially. 

Woolsey said she was freelancing 
and working in retail until she ob- 
tained a full-time job and moved to 
an apartment in Long Beach at the 
beginning of summer. 

“Finding a full-time job in journal- 
ism was hard after graduating,” Wool- 
sey, who graduated in spring 2012, 
said via Facebook’s messaging ser- 
vice, “and I stayed at home so I could 
continue looking for a job rather than 
dedicate myself to something else 
where I would make more money.” 

Some students, like senior inter- 
national business and finance major 
Jackie Napalan, said they could have 
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“One counselor spends half a day on 
call from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m.,’ Compli- 
ment said. “Last week, the number of 
people who used the ‘on call’ service 
totaled 46. [We] have to adapt to situ- 
ations. This is what we have currently, 
but we hope things get better.” 

He said there are also three in- 
terns, two administrative assistants 


stayed at home but chose to move out 
instead. 

“For me, my parents let me stay, 
but I wanted to get out,” Napalan 
said. “I probably would have saved 
$7,000 on my own if | lived at home.” 

According to the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, the nationwide unemploy- 
ment rate as of October 2013 is 7.3 
percent, a drop from its highest point 
of 7.9 percent in January. 

Martin said the best way for grad- 
uates to secure a job in the future is to 
develop marketable skills, typically 
acquired through hands-on experi- 
ence. 

“Students must intern, even if they 
are not paid,” he said. “ 
demonstrate worth and develop a net- 
work of contacts. Sometimes you'll 
have to get in touch with 50 to 60 
people just to get one opportunity.” 

Martin also said that waiting to 
find the perfect job could end up cost- 
ing people in the long run. 

“The longer you wait to find work, 
the larger the void on your resume 
will be,” Martin said. “And of course, 
it’s easier to find a job when you al- 
ready have a job.” 

Despite the economy’s current 
situation, obtaining an education and 
furthering that education should still 
be at the forefront of students’ minds, 
Martin said. 

“Everybody needs marketable 
skills,” he said. “Having a job can 
make you marketable, but rarely can 
they teach you how to think criti- 
cally.”

“The White Album” anniversary elicits debate on album’s meaning 


Forty-five years since its release, the Beatles’ 
self-titled ninth studio album still remains one of 
the Fab Four’s most enigmatic pieces of musical 
artwork. 

Released in the U.S. on Nov. 25, 1968, the 
self-titled album marked a significant moment 
in the history of the band. As evidenced by its 
incredibly disjointed and innovative sound, the 
self-titled album saw the English band at a time of 
revolution and change. 

Nearly 94 minutes in length, the album 
shocked critics and fans alike with its odd collec- 
tion of songs and minimalist album cover. 

Although “The White Album,” the more 
commonly referred to name of the album, was 
not the Beatles’ most successful masterpiece, its 
significance is nonetheless profound. 

“Flew in from Miami Beach BUAC / Didn’t get 
to bed last night / On the way the paper bag was 
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on my knee / Man I had a dreadful flight,” Paul 
McCartney sings on the album’s opening track, 
“Back in the U.S.S.R.” 

From its opening chord, “The White Album” 
sounded unlike anything the Beatles had ever 
recorded. 

The album’s first 
four songs, “Back in the 
U.S.S.R.,” “Dear Prudence,” 
“Glass Onion” and “Ob-La- 
Di, Ob-La-Da,” sounded 
completely different from 
one another. 

Foreshadowing the band’s eventual demise, 
“The White Album” was arguably the first 
Beatles album to feature all four Beatles working 
seemingly independent of one another. 

In addition to featuring a diversity in song 
styles, “The White Album” also saw the Beatles 
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at their most experimental and audacious. 

Avant-garde songs like “Wild Honey Pie” and 
“Revolution 9” were perhaps the two strangest 
Beatles songs ever recorded. Odd, repetitive vocals 
and bizarre tape loops characterized both songs. 

In addition to featuring experimental work, 
the Beatles also included two 
of their most heavy-sounding 
songs with “Yer Blues” and 
“Helter Skelter.” 

“The black cloud crossed 
my mind / Blue mist ‘round 
my soul / Feel so suicidal / Even hate my rock ‘n’ 
roll,” John Lennon sings on “Yer Blues.” 

The often critical and depressing lyrical 
content of “The White Album,” as evidenced 
by “Yer Blues,” revealed a band whose mem- 
bers had seen the ups and downs of life and the 
music industry. 
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Unlike the band’s first studio album, 
“Please Please Me,” “The White Album” is 
surprisingly serious and critical of contempo- 
rary culture. 

Brilliantly showcasing the band’s ability to 
forge a completely new sound in the midst of in- 
ternal friction, “The White Album” is the Beatles 
at their core. 

Although fans have listened to it for almost 45 
years, “The White Album” remains one of the 
band’s most puzzling pieces of work. 

Why did the Beatles defy expectations and 
record such an odd-sounding album? 

Sadly, the answer to that question may never be 
answered since two Beatles have passed away. It 
appears “The White Album” will forever remain 
a mystery.

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Senate Majority Leader Harry Reid (D-Nev.) 
recently made headlines for enacting filibuster 
reform in the upper house of Congress, in hopes 
of leading to a better climate to create change on 
Capitol Hill. 

The reform took away the Senate’s ability to 
end a filibuster on executive and judicial appoint- 
ments by requiring three-fifths of a super major- 
ity or 60 senate votes. 

With presidential appointments becoming 
more difficult to confirm due to the filibuster, the 
reform was a necessary step towards efficiency in 
a gridlocked Congress. 

A filibuster is an attempt by a senator to 
prevent a bill from being put on the Senate floor. 
Oftentimes, senators who use the filibuster talk 
for hours on end. 

Previously, the tactic of using the filibuster was 
reserved for serious circumstances. 


A Senate minority was historically reluctant to 
use the parliamentary tactic of stalling a vote as it 
prevents other resolutions from reaching the Senate. 

Congress, however, began to use the tool in an 
unprecedented manner to obstruct many pieces of 
legislation and presidential appointments. 

With a hyper-partisan 
Congress, the change not 
only prevents the stalling 
of a presidential appoint- 
ment by a Senate minority, but it also makes the 
confirmation of those appointments easier. 

“The need for change is so, so very obvious,” 
said Reid on the Senate floor on Thursday, when 
the Senate voted to change the rules by a vote of 
52 to 48. “It’s clearly visible.” 

Conservative pundits such as Rush Limbaugh 
felt that the move was uncalled for. 

The radio talk show host used a terrible analogy

to try to get his point across, asking his listeners to 
imagine a room of six men and four women. He told 
listeners to imagine a rule saying that the men can- 
not rape the women and that the vote to change any 
rules requires at least six votes. 

“Every now and then, some lunatic in the 
group proposes to change 
the rule to allow women 
to be raped. But they 
never were able to get six 
votes for it,’ Limbaugh said. 

He continued, “Well, the guy that kept propos- 
ing that women be raped finally got tired of it, and 
he was in the majority, and he was the one that 
[said], ‘You know what? We’re going to change 
the rule. All we need is five.” 

While appointments to the executive and 
judicial branch of the government can no longer 
be filibustered, U.S. Supreme Court nominations 


‘Recent filibuster reform is much needed but could go further 


and resolutions can still be filibustered by the 
minority party. 

The process can still be used to block impor- 
tant pieces of legislation, which is the primary job 
of the Senate. 

As long as politics remain deeply divided, 
Americans will continue to lose out on having 
their voices heard because of the political games- 
manship of the minority party. 

It is unfair to Americans and the party that 
holds the majority in the Senate that the minority 
party can obstruct any meaningful progress with 
the filibuster. 

If the political game of stalling tactics comes 
to an end, perhaps real bipartisanship will be- 
come the norm instead of the exception.

Band Aid anniversary highlights music’s ability to give to charity 


The word “supergroup” can’t even begin to 
describe the musical talent that came together on 
Nov. 25, 1984 to record Band Aid’s charity single, 
‘Do They Know It’s Christmas?” 

Co-written by Bob Geldof of The Boomtown 
Rats and Midge Ure of Ultravox, “Do They Know 
It’s Christmas?” was the first attempt by members 
of the music industry to directly raise funds for 
famine in Ethiopia. 

Featuring performances from artists like Sting, 
Bono and Simon Le Bon of Duran Duran, “Do 
They Know It’s Christmas?” painfully highlight- 
ed the struggle in Ethiopia and urged listeners to 
donate to famine relief. 

One of the song’s most stinging lyrics came 


from U2 frontman, Bono. 

“And the Christmas bells that ring there / Are 
the clanging chimes of doom / Well tonight thank 
God it’s them instead of you,” Bono famously 
sang. 

The recording of “Do 
They Know It’s Christ- 
mas?” beautifully showed 
how artists can come 
together to work for the common good. 

While watching the music video that accom- 
panied the charity single, it’s easily apparent that 
none of the artists expected financial compensa- 
tion for their musical contributions. 

By donating their time and energy to help 
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publicize one of the world’s largest humanitar- 
ian crises, the artists in Band Aid fully com- 
mitted themselves to the cause. 

In addition to raising much-needed funds, 
Band Aid’s “Do They Know It’s Christmas?” laid 
the groundwork for the most 
famous charity concert ever 
held, “Live Aid.” 

Also organized by Gel- 
dof, “Live Aid” raised nearly 30 million British 
pounds for starvation victims in Africa, accord- 
ing to the BBC. 

For one, both the band and event highlighted 
music’s ability to affect people’s lives. 

Cynics of pop music and its artists could no 
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longer levy criticism after the success of Band 
Aid and Live Aid. : ‘ 

Without Band Aid and Live Aid, the famine in 
Ethiopia could have gone largely unseen by the 
American and British public. 

In the future, one can hope others in the music 
industry will continue to use their spotlight 
to cast darkness out of the distant parts of the 
world. 

Modern bands, like Linkin Park, are continu- 
ing Band Aid’s tradition by raising money for 
those who are less fortunate. 

It’s good to see the tradition continue.

Women’s volleyball team sweeps 
black-and-blue rivalry match 

The Long Beach State women’s vol- 
leyball team swept UC Irvine for the 
second time this season and recorded 
its seventh overall sweep Saturday at 
the Bren Events Center. 

LBSU (16-11, 9-5 Big West) erased 
early deficits in all three sets against the 
Anteaters (14-14, 5-9) during the 25-21, 
25-18 25-23 sweep, charging back after 
trailing 7-4, 7-5 and 13-10. 

The ‘Niners put forth a .250 overall 
hitting average while limiting UCI to 
.152 average. Bre Mackie and Chisom 
Okpala accounted for the largest part of 
LBSU’s average as they both hit .500 on 
the night. 

Delainey Aigner-Swesey led The 
Beach offensively with 12 kills and 
came up just short of a double-double 
with nine digs. 

The 49ers will now return home next 
weekend to wrap up their regular sea- 
son, starting with a match against UC 
Santa Barbara on Friday before hosting 
Cal Poly on Saturday. 


Chris Enriquez finishes cross country 
season at the NCAA Championships 

Long Beach State cross country run- 
ner Chris Enriquez finished 234th Sat- 
urday morning at the NCAA Division 
I Championships in Terre Haute, Ind., 
being the first 49er in over 25 years to 
reach the championship.

The rim appeared to be ocean-sized 
for the Long Beach State women’s bas- 
ketball team in Saturday night’s home 
opener, as the 49ers shot 57 percent 
from three to help them get their first 
win against Loyola Marymount since 
1996. 

In a game that was back-and-forth 
in the first half, LBSU remained con- 
sistent from downtown while LMU was 
unable to maintain the same consisten- 
cy in the second half. 

49er juniors Lauren Spargo and 
Hallie Meneses kept The Beach (2-2) 
on top early and nailed six of their nine 
attempts from long distance. 

Lions’ senior guard Hazel Ramirez 
helped the Lions keep the game close in 
the first half, as she was able to connect 
on both of her three-point attempts in 
the first 20 minutes. 

Unfortunately for LMU (1-4), 
Ramirez was unable to keep up with 
the 49ers pace from beyond the arc, 
finishing the game 2-for-5 from long 
distance. But even with her poor shoot- 
ing late, Ramirez was able to make it a 
game when most of the 1,723 people in 
the stands thought it was over. 

“{Ramirez] is a smart, crafty senior 
point guard that knows how to get fouls 
and unfortunately we celebrated being 
up,” head coach Jody Wynn said. “We 
just let up. I thought our second half de- 
fense — outside of the last three and a 
half minutes — was outstanding team 
defense. I just think we let up and you 
can’t do that against a great player like 
Hazel Ramirez.” 

Improved team defense in the sec- 
ond half helped LBSU extend a lead 
that was in the 49ers’ possession for the

majority of the game, and better perfor- 
mances from the upperclassman helped 
the 49ers garner their second straight 
victory. 

Although her offensive numbers 
weren’t overly impressive, what Alex 
Sanchez did on the defensive end played 
a large role in how the game played out. 
Her six steals in the contest were a ca- 
reer best, and she was able to register 26 
minutes without a single turnover. 

“Alex has a great nose for the ball,” 
Wynn said. “She just makes plays. She

might not have 20 points and 10 re- 
bounds, but she’s going to do a little bit 
of everything throughout the game.” 

Freshman forward Raven Benton 
grabbed 10 boards to go along with a 
team-high 16 points in her first game at 
home. It was the first time a freshman 
registered a double-double in her first 
game at the Pyramid since Brandi Hen- 
ton did it in 2010. 

“Tt feels great to win at home in my 
first home game,” Benton said. “As a 
team, coming together and getting the

The hot start helped LBSU get to

49ers go without a win in Puerto Rico 


LBSU stays competitive 
but can’t get a victory 
against top teams.

The Long Beach State men’s basket- 
ball team can’t seem to get a win, no 
matter if it’s on the United States main- 
land or in Puerto Rico. 

The 49ers lost to No. 14 Michigan, 
No. 10 Virginia Commonwealth and 
Kansas State this weekend in the Puer- 
to Rico Tip-Off. They have now lost six 
in a row since beating Hawaii-Pacific in 
their season opener. 


MICHIGAN 85, LBSU 61 

LBSU (1-6) opened the tournament 
Thursday with a loss to the 14th-ranked 
Wolverines despite being within 10 
points of the lead with nine minutes to go. 

Michigan (3-1) started the game go- 
ing up 6-0 with threes from Derrick 
Walton Jr. and Glenn Robinson III. The 
scores would set a trend for the game, 
as the Wolverines ended up making a 
tournament record 14 3-pointers. 

The 49ers stayed close early on, cut- 
ting the Wolverine lead to 17-14 mid- 


way through the first half. Michigan 
then went on a 15-0 run, though, and 
closed the first half up 42-29. 

LBSU battled to keep the game 
within reach to start the second, and 
a breakaway dunk by David Samuels 
at the 9:04 mark got the ‘Niners back 
within nine points at 61-52. A Michigan 
three by Nik Stauskas on the next play 
kept the 49ers from getting any closer, 
though, and the Wolverines cruised to 
a win. 

“TThey have] so many weapons of- 
fensively,’ LBSU head coach Dan 
Monson told ESPN. “We didn’t have an 
answer to slow them down on that end 
of the floor.” 


VCU 73, LBSU 67 

LBSU came close to an upset of the 
10th-ranked Rams, as it led by eight 
with 13 minutes to go. 

Poor shooting down the stretch al- 
lowed VCU to go ona 13-0 run and take 
a 55-50 lead. 

“T thought we controlled the tempo 
and were able to dictate the tempo for 
35 minutes,’ Monson said. “That’s all 
it took, just that two or three minutes 
against a team that dangerous, that ex- 
plosive. Our margin for error was very 
small, and we used it in that three-min- 
ute thing, and we couldn’t get a rebound 
or that next play to get us back in it.” 

The 49ers ultimately lost 73-67, but 


the game did hold a couple silver lin- 
ings. For the first time this season, the 
49ers led a ranked team. They also led 
at halftime for the first time since their 
season opener. 

It was also a breakout performance 
for point guard Branford Jones, who 
scored a career-high 19 points. 


KANSAS STATE 52, LBSU 38 

A week after meeting in Mahattan, 
Kansas, the 49ers and Wildcats (3-3) 
matched up again in the seventh-place 
game at the Puerto Rico Tip-Off. 

The game was very different from 
last week’s 71-58 affair, but the result 
was the same, as Kansas State walked 
away with the victory. 

Defense dominated the game, but so 
did sloppy offense. LBSU had a 3-to-12 
assists-to-turnover ratio, and Kansas 
State had 23 turnovers. 

The difference in the end was shoot- 
ing, as the Wildcats made 47.6 percent 
of their field goals to the 49ers’ 19.6 
percent. 

Mike Caffey led the LBSU with 13 
points, his third straight game with 
double-digit points totals. 

The 49ers will come home to prac- 
tice for the first time in more than a 
week, but they will be back on the road 
soon after. Following Thanksgiving, 
they will travel to Seattle for a game 
against Washington on Saturday.
